"When we first met with 
council, I had typed up an 
agreement and after the 
meeting there were just a few 
clarifications they wanted," 
Croft said. "We have made 
those and the town has basical¬ 
ly agreed to sign. Now the 
Lion's just need to ratify." 

The agreement, which has 
the town and the the Didsbury 
Lion's working together, out¬ 
lines the responsibilities of each 
party in the creation and opera¬ 
tion of the project. Town Coun¬ 
cillor Neville Marshall said the 
agreement also outlines num¬ 
bers. 

"Basically the agreement 
says they are pretty much going 
to be in charge," Marshall said. 
"It also says that we will pay 
them $12 per metric tonne [di¬ 
versionary credit] for what they 
recycle." 

Marshall the diversionary 
credit is based on 75 percent of 
the cost of dumping each 
metric tonne at the Didsbury 
landfill site. Taking each tonne 
of recyclable material out of the 
landfill site saves the town 



money. 

Also under the agreement, 
Marshall said, the town will 
make application for grant to 
build a depot for storage and 
sorting of the recycled material. 

"We have to wait to hear 
about the funding, but we 
would like to start now so we 
have some tentative places in 
town now under negotiation," 
he said. 

Other details of the agree¬ 
ment have the town covering 
all major expenses for the start 
up of the operation (majority of 
funding will be sought from

Dorothy Hosegood and I were sitting together at a public 
gathering. Dorothy is, in my estimation, one of the truly "Grande 
Dames." She is also an ardent Canadian and a true patriot. Our 
pianist struck the opening chord of O Canada and the assemblage 
struggled to its feet. It was not an inspiring rendition of our national 
anthem. The beat was a pinch slower than it should have been, 
most of the singers contributed body heat only and several of the 
ones who were making an effort stumbled over the new words so 
that section was even blurrier than the whole. All and all it was not 
so much a hymn of praise as a long, drawn collective sigh. The final 
note died away and we sat. Dorothy turned to me, "sung like true 
separatists," she observed. And I had to agree. 

Canada became a nation on July 1, 1867. It was Confederation 
Day then and since that time it has been called Dominion Day, First 
of July, July First, and now Canada Day. It became Canada Day in 
order to downplay our colonial history and the first Canada Day 
was celebrated in 1970 at a Port Coborne Ont. high school. One of 
the teachers organized the event and from there it spread until, in 
1982 (only 10 years ago), our federal government declared it 
Canada Day. And so it remains, for the time being at least. Who 
knows what future generations may choose to call it. It is typical of 
Canadians that we regard our history and our culture with such 
timidity and modesty that we keep trying to improve it or fix it 
somehow. Can you imagine the Americans changing their national 
anthem the way we did ours? Not a chance. And as their anthem is 
almost impossible to sing it isn't as if it wouldn't benefit from some 
change. 

The Canadian Encyclopaedia says that Confederation, Domin¬ 
ion, July First, Canada Day, etc. was originally celebrated in rather 
quiet and typical Canadian fashion but now it is filled with more 
elaborate cultural and entertainment festivities sponsored and en¬ 
couraged by the federal government. 

I guess so. This year in Ottawa there were massed bands and 
choirs, a visit from the Queen, a 125 gun salute, flypasts, parades, 
speeches, a showcase of Canadian talent and enormous fireworks. 

I wish I knew how the day was celebrated in 1868. Did Sir John 
A. and his wife and kids go on a picnic? Nobody seems to know. I 
wonder how the day was celebrated in 1885? That was the year of 
the Riel Rebellion and one would think that our forefathers were 
too busy and too worried to organize much in the way of a party. I 
wonder if many people even thought of Confederation in those 
days. I wonder how many even knew of its existance? Do you sup¬ 
pose the Chinese building the railroad stopped for fireworks on July 
first? Did the Scandinavian settler celebrate in his shack or the trap¬ 
pers and fishermen, the buffalo hunters and surveyors? How about 
the Barr colonists slogging their way through slough and forest or 
the American cattlemen bringing herds up into the tall grass of 
southern Alberta or even the Canadian born settlers coming out 
from the east to file on homesteads. I doubt if any of them 
celebrated Confederation Day. I don’t think it would even have oc¬ 
curred to them. 

When I was a kid we had the school picnic somewhere near the 
first of July, but I don't think we did this in honor of Confederation. 
It was more a celebration of having survived another school year 
and because it gave the neighborhood a chance to show off the 
new babies and catch up on gossip. 

And then came the Centennial and the realization that we had 
something to celebrate, something to be proud of, something to 
sing about. 

This is a country to be celebrated. This is a beautiful, spec¬ 
tacular, clean, free, fantastically wonderful country and we should 
revel in it. We should celebrate it every day and do everything we 
can to preserve and protect it. If there is something you don't like, 
make an effort to change it but don't forget to celebrate the things 
you do like. Tell your kids that they are proud Canadians. No one 
should drive through this country at this time of year without feeling 
a surge of joy. It is so green, so pure, so near to heaven. 

Let's keep it that way. Instead of throwing junk on the road, 
pick some up. Plant a tree, pull a thistle, recycle, vote, read Cana¬ 
dian history, welcome a new Canadian, visit another province. 
Build something up instead of tearing it down. Celebrate Canada. 

And for Goodness sake, the next time you are required to sing 
O Canada put some heart in it.

New vaccine offered 


Alberta Health has made a 
new Haemophilus influenza vac- 
vine (Hib) available for infants 
and children as part of the 
routine childhood immunization 
program 

Mount View Health Unit is 
now offering the vaccine as part 
of the immunization series at 2 
months, 4 months, 6 months and 
18 months of age. Previously Hib 
vaccine was available only to 
children 18 months and older 
This vaccine will protect 
children against the most com¬ 
mon form of bacterial meningitis 
and serious infections caused by 
the Hib bacteria (such as ear 
infections, sinusitis, pneumonia 
and other invasive infections ) 
Prior to the introduction of 
Hib vaccine In 1987 it was 
estimated that one in two 
hundred children developed in¬ 


vasive Hib infection by age 5. 
Alberta reported 140 - 150 severe 
cases annually of which 120 - 140 
were meningitis and epiglottitis, 
the most lethal forms of Hib 
disease. Up to 7 deaths were 
reported annually and about 
25-40 children a year were left 
with permanent disabilities. With 
the introduction of the vaccine at 
18 months of age, the incidence 
of Hib disease dropped marked¬ 
ly 

The addition of Hib vaccine 
to the routine childhood program 
is exciting With the use of this 
vaccine in infants lives will be 
saved, severe handicap prevent¬ 
ed, and this serious childhood 
disease virtually eliminated with¬ 
in the next few years.

Mount View Health Unit office to 
book appointments for children

As I was going through the tonne of mail which crosses my 
desk daily the other morning, I came across a press release recently 
issued from Canada Post which talked about its 1991-92 annual 
report. Now I have always found the issue of Canada Post privatiza¬ 
tion quite interesting so I settled in to read it. 

The press release started off with the good news, so I knew 
right away the bottom line was not good. It said Canada Post ex¬ 
pected a profit for 1992-93. The bad news was last year they suf¬ 
fered a loss of $128 million. 

Now considering the size and scope of Canada Post, I guess 
$128 million is not a bad number, especially in light of how much 
they have to pay their over-unionized employees who constantly 
strike and the public relations campaigns they must wage over the 
privatization issue, but I lost any kind of sympathy for their efforts 
as soon as I picked up the actual annual report. 

For a company which says it is desperately trying to cut costs 
and to keep the price of stamps down, they sure didn't bother to 
cut any corners in the production of this publication. Not only is it 
glossy, chock full of unnecessary pictures and coffee-table quality, 
they went even further with embossing and lacquering on thick 
bond pages which aren't even recyclable. 

I used to support Canada Post every time its employees staged 
their yearly strikes (and I probably still will consider my stand on 
equitable pay scales) but I am really going to be choked when they 
crank up the price of the stamp another penny, complaining about 
high service costs. I think I'll just have to cut up small squares of 
this picture post card of an annual report and stick that to my 
envelopes. 

It's probably worth more. 

This whole elevator movie idea has really taken off. Last week's 
version attracted a whole pile of people from all over the province 
(and some reports swear to seeing B.C. plates on some of the cars 
too). You have to admit, its a great idea, something really unique 
that has managed to put Didsbury in the spotlight for a few 
moments. And it made BOP a bunch of money. You can't go 
wrong with that. 

Now it is up to the tourism people to keep the momentum go¬ 
ing. Other rural towns are managing to pull people in from the ur¬ 
ban areas with unique summer time activities, so why not 
Didsbury? The idea is to promote, promote, promote. People ob¬ 
viously think this is unique (judging from the national media 
response) so all that's necessary is to keep people informed. 

And I also think BOP should be congratulated, despite your 
feelings on the pool issue, for bring such positve publicity to 
Didsbury.

If we look at the Right to 
Health Care-we have the respon¬ 
sibility to take good care of our 
bodies, protect our own mental 
health and protect the rights of 
all Canadians to equal access to 
health care 

If we have right to meaning¬ 
ful work with a reasonable 
economic reward for that work- 
then we have the obligation to do 
that work to the very best of our 
ability. 

With every right it is 
important that we acknowledge a 
corresponding responsibility A 
responsibility that we accept with 
pride for ourselves, with compas¬ 
sion for those who are not as 
powerful as we are and with 
strength for our children and our

Abandoned and orphaned wildlife report 


By Alberta Fish & Wildlife, Olds 

Every year, especially in the 
spring, numerous young birds 
and animals are turned over to 
local District Fish and Wildlife 
offices, because they are believed 
to be orphaned and/or abandon¬ 
ed Although the people picking 
them up are well intentioned, 
more harm than good is often 
done. 

Mother Nature uses several 
different defence mechanisms to 
protect wild birds and animals. 
Ungulates (moose, deer, elk, 
antelope, etc.) hide their young 
in a patch of grass or shrubs 
where it is well camouflaged and 
the mother will then go off and 
feed or rest, making the fawn 
appear orphaned. This action 
leads predators away from the 


fawn thereby improving survival 
rates If you find a fawn like this, 
don't disturb it, leave the fawn 
undisturbed and if concerned, 
check the fawn the next day 
Chances are it will be gone, as 
the mother has returned to pick it 
up In the case of moose and elk 
calves, handling the young calf 
could prove dangerous as the 
mothers are very protective. In 
other instances, young birds, 
unable to fly, are often found 
sitting on the ground, seemingly 
helpless and abandoned, or 
injured. In all likelihood the 
young bird has merely tried 
flying for the first time; floated 
harmlessly to the ground and 
can't return to the next. This 
young bird is still being cared for 
by the parents and will continue 


to be cared for until it is capable 
of flying and caring for itself As 
you can see, some of natures 
natural occurrences can work 
against them, by making them 
appear abandoned and helpless 
to the untrained eye 

Accordingly, Alberta F ish 
and Wildlife strongly advises that 
the public not pick up wildlife 
that appears to be orphaned or 
abandoned You are most likely 
interfering with Mother Nature 
and will do more harm than good. 
A wild animal or bird, is exactly 
that, "wild," and should be left 
in that state Unless you are 
certain the bird or animal is 
orphaned, your intervention may 
prove harmful and is no 
substitute for nature's way of 
providing for wild creatures. 


As you may know, the 
capture and removal of wildlife 
from the wild is prohibited for 
several reasons: 

1) Wildlife in captivity is 
unpredictable and can cause 
serious bodily harm or death to 
people, often for no apparent 
reason Incidents have occurred 
where wildlife such as deer 
raised as pets, have become and 
aggressive in their adult life and 
serious injuries including fatal 
ones have resulted 

2) Wild animals and birds 
have different nutritional re¬ 
quirements than domestic anim¬ 
als and very few people are 
knowledgeable enough about this 
to properly feed them and keep 
them healthy. 

3) Captivity causes a great 


deal of stress on wild animals and 
birds, which can and will shorten 
their life expectancy. 

In conclusion, because of 
public safety concerns, concern 
for the humane treatment of 
wildlife and a concern to properly 
manage our wildlife resource for 
future enjoyment, the capture 
and removal of wildlife (live 
birds, animals, eggs, etc.) and 
subsequent keeping of wildlife in 
captivity is illegal Should you 
encounter an animal or bird that 
appears abandoned, leave it 
alone, unless you are positive the 
parent(s) have been killed If you 
wish further information or 
advice on these matters, please 
call your local District Fish and 
Wildlife Office for further infor¬ 
mation. 


Taking to the skies in Olds 


Cot the itch to fly? The 
Olds/Didsbury Airport has just 
the cure 

Since May, Morgan Air out 
of Calgary has been overseeing a 
"Learn to Fly" course taught by 
area residents Gerry Bakken and 
Don Sanderson. 

Chief Pilot, Ian Caldwell, 
says the interest they've been 
receiving in obtaining private 
pilot licenses comes from virtual¬ 
ly every walk of life . . . from 
farmers, to high school students, 
to ambulance drivers. "Either 
you have a fascination with 
flying, or you don't. It doesn't 
seem to follow any particular kind 
of pattern, you just have to feel 
the desire to want to learn." 

To qualify, applicants must 
be 17 years of age, and have 
passed Transport Canada's medi¬ 
cal exam 20/20 vision, according 
to Caldwell, is optional. "It's not 


as vital as some people think 
airlines, sometimes demand dif¬ 
ferent parameters for their pilots, 
but as long as you can correct 
your vision, it's acceptable in 
recreational flying," says Cald¬ 
well. 

Unlike some flying courses, 
training at the "Learn to Fly" 
school is very individualized-a 
feature Caldwell says is essential 
in turning out quality pilots. 
"The thing about flying is that 
you need to learn a great number 
of different skills to be able to do 
the job properly. The physical 
task of flying an airplane doesn't 
actually take that long, but it's 
the added information that goes 
along with it that sometimes take 
a bit longer to put together for 
some students. Like anything 
else, you have to know the rules 
of the road," Caldwell explains. 

While cost my be a deterrent 


to some flying fanatics, the 
Olds/Didsbury airport course 
reportedly comes in lower than 
most Calgary flying schools. 
Caldwell estimates $3,500 for the 
rural "Learn to Fly" lessons as 
opposed to roughly $5,000 for 
comparable lessons in urban 
settings. "Fuel prices in Calgary 
are quite a bit higher than what 
you can get out in your area, and 
there's no delays with air traffic 
like there would be at the larger 
airport in Calgary." 

The only potentially limiting 
feature may be the length of time 
the lessons are available So far, 
the Learn to Fly session is being 
offered on a three-month stint. 
"It's sort of on a trial basis, 
although we'd like to keep 
offering it all summer if the 
interest is there."

spent, as they are paid directly to 
the railways. With all other 
benefit programs, from GRIP to 
NISA , farmers are paid directly 
and are free to spend the money 
as they see fit. Under the current 
method of payment, they have no 
say in the matter. 

Nearly 130 meetings were 
recently held by the federal 
government across the prairies to 
discuss grain transportation is¬ 
sues with farmers and stakehold¬ 
ers The vast majority of Alberta 
farmers spoke in favour of a 
pay-the-producer system The 
majority of farmers in Saskatche¬ 
wan support the current method 
of payment, while Manitoba 
farmers were split on the issue. 

The Alberta Government has 
spoken in favour of a change in 
the method of payment The 
FREEDOM TO CHOOSE mode, 
proposed by Alberta Agriculture 
in 1990, proposed a federal 
government buyout of their Crow 
Benefit commitment through 
registered bonds which would be 
issued to farmers and redeem¬ 
able at the end of a 15-year 
period. 

On May 4, the provincial and 
federal Agriculture Ministers 
met in Nisku to further discuss 
transportation issues, specifically 


the Western Grain Transporta¬ 
tion Act. The Ministers agreed to 
reduce the number of options for 
the method of payment to three: 
the current system, a buyout of 
the Crow through a bond or 
annunity, or the safety-net 
approach The possibility of 
individual provincial or producer 
choices being made is also being 
discussed. 

Currently Alberta Agricul¬ 
ture is assessing the feasibility of 
applying choice to a combination 
of the status quo and the buyout 
options prior to the next 
Agriculture Ministers' meeting 
in Halifax I am in favor of a 
change to a pay-the-producer 
system, and will continue to 
lobby my provincial counterparts 
to change the current system 

I will continue to keep you 
posted of recent development in 
this ongoing debate, and will 
provide you with a full report 
after the Halifax meeting next

When you work up a thirst . . . 

What's the best drink on a 
hot summer day where you have 
worked up a thirst? “Tall cold 
ones" may be the first answer 
and for many of us a “tall cold" 
drink is a beer or a fancy cocktail 
like pina cdada 

E veryone who is active in hot 
weather should make sure they 
drink plenty of the right fluids in 
the summer Active people 
includes almost everyone who 
spends time outside in hot 
weather-construction workers, 
farmers, casual or serious ath¬ 
letes (which includes baseball 
players); gardeners or the person 
toiling on outdoor home repairs. 

Drinking the right fluids will 
help you feel your best in hot 
weather. Excess heat can lead to 
heavy sweating which can lead to 
dehydration. Dehydration short 
circuits the body's “air condition¬ 
ing system" which could lead to 
the body temperature rising to 
dangerously high levels. Limiting 
the water you drink or ignoring 
thirst, can lead to heat cramps, 
heat exhaustion or heat stroke. 
Even mild dehydration can affect 
mental function and muscle 
coordination 

What is the "right" bever¬ 
age? Water is the beverage of 
choice as it is cheap, easily 
carried and is well absorbed by 
the body. Drink continuously 
throughout the day. Perhaps a 
sports bottle with water should 
be a standard part of the gear you 
take for work or play. 

What is the “right amount" 
to drink every day? Six to eight 
cups of fluid is recommended for 
most people every day. For the 
days where you are active or 
sweating heavily, start by drink¬ 
ing an additional 1-2 cups. You 
may tmd it helpful to weigh 
yourself and drink 2 cups for each 
pound of weight lost. 

I or athletes involved in 
continuous activity for more than 
3 hours, diluted glucose and 
electrolyte solutions are recom¬ 
mended all year around A 
diluted sports drink will have 
2.5% to 10% glucose You can 
make your own by diluting 
regular strength orange juice 
with equal parts water and 
(adding) a pinch of salt. Gatorade 
can be a good choice to replace 
fluids. 

Alcohol, coffee or tea are the 
worst choices you can make when 
you are dehydrated Alcohol and 
c.'tteine cause more water loss 
and alcohol can cause stomaching 
ci imping and bloating. If you 
would like a beer or some other 
tall cold alcoholic drink, have a 
glass or two of water first 

Enjoy the party (in modera¬ 
tion) after you are hydrated.

5 per cent down 
program a success 


Thousands of Canadians 
were able to purchase a home 
sooner because of five per cent 
downpayments, according to a 
recent national survey conducted 
by Canada Mortgage and Hous¬ 
ing Corporation. 

The survey, conducted to 
measure the initial success of the 
program, shows that 73% of 
those surveyed would not have 
been able to purchase a home 
when they did without CMHC's 
First Home Loan Insurance. 

"This confirms that the 
program is assisting financially- 
wise homebuyers who can carry a 
mortgage, but who had not been 
able to accumulate sufficient 
downpayment to buy a home,"

forced to do by those who want all 
the good things at public expense 
whether taxpayers can afford 
them or not. This pool venture is 
just another example of an 
unworkable system that has 
driven this country into hopeless 
debt and division. As a friend 
recently said, in referring to the 
whole rotten system, "Robbery, 
whether done by an individual or 
a government, is wrong and 
sometimes I get so disgusted I 
can hardly sleep." 

As for Mrs. Windsor's 
concern that people shop else¬ 
where when they take children 
elsewhere to swim, it is no secret 
that many people now shop 
wherever they can find the lowest 
prices, pool or no pool. Further¬ 
more, a system that continually 
bullies people into paying for 
other people's pleasures certain¬ 
ly doesn't inspire loyalty or 
goodwill The editor's recounting 
of an incident where a lady 
almost slammed a door in 
someone's face shows the resent¬ 
ment being felt. Mrs. Windsor 
says, "At least they were given a 
choice to have their taxes 
raised " That is not true The 
38% did not choose to have their 
taxes raised 

I remember Didsbury as a 
friendly little town with an open 
skating rink and the beautiful 
butte picnic area-no expensive 
facilities and I'm sure that the 
people who grew up under those 
conditions did not feel deprived 
but went on to do good things for 
their country. The ethic then was 
to work and save for what you 
wanted If the entire pool project 
were to be funded by voluntary 
effort, surely there would be no 
doors slammed in faces 

With regard to the many 
bankruptcies occurring in recent 
times, Mrs Windsor says, "One 
reason there are bankruptcies is 
because people are not spending, 
and managers of operations 
extend themselves too far." This 
is often true but may I suggest 
that the people who voted against
